DR.  GOODING  NEW  INSPECTION  AND  QUARANTINE  HEAD 

Dr.  Cloyde  L.  Gooding  was  appointed  head  of  the  Inspection  and  Quarantine 
Division  July  22,  1951.  He  had  been  acting  in  charge  since  March  26,  when  Dr. 
M.  R.  Clarkson,  whom  he  succeeds,  transferred  to  ARA,  as  Special  Assistant  for 
Defense. 

Dr.  Gooding,  born  in  Carthage,  Mo.,  received  a  D.  V.  M.  degree  from  Colorado 
State  College  in  1926.  He  entered  Bureau  service  July  12,  1926  in  San  Francisco  as  a 
junior  veterinarian  and  has  served  the  Bureau  continuously  since  that  time.  He  was 
transferred  to  Washington,  D.  C.  in  1944  as  assistant  chief  of  the  Field  Inspection 
Division  and  became  assistant  head  of  the  Inspection  and  Quarantine  Division  when 
that  Division  was  established  in  1947. 

The  Inspection  and  Quarantine  Division,  of  which  he  is  now  head,  administers 
foreign  quarantine  activities  and  the  foot-and-mouth  disease  eradication  program  in 
Mexico  in  cooperation  with  the  government  of  Mexico.
